Citrus leaders two weeks ago 
spoke in opposition to item No, 7 
in the proposed changes which 
would restrict multiple family res- 
idences in' the agricultural zone, 
stating at that time that barracks 
are required in Upland to. house 
Mexican nationals during the lab- 
or shortage emergency. 

Last night a.letter was read 
from Harry B. Harlow, manager 
of the Ontario-Cucamonga Fruit 
exchange, proposing that barracks 
be confined to the area north ot 
Foothill ‘boulevard and east of 4 
parallel line approximately 10 
acres west of Campus avenue ex- 
tending northward to the city lint- 
its.

Planning gives- Upland resi- 
dents security, it does not take 
Security from them, City Attor- 
ney Edward E. Gray declared 
last night at the planning com- 
mission meeting in answer to 2 
question by Dr. Lilian F. Baxter, 
commissioner. 

“If we make changes in the 
present, zoning law, what secur- 
ity have people in the future 
when other planning commis- 
sions are fn existence,” she in- 
quired, 

Mr. Gray said there have 
been no zoning changes in the 
past 10 years and that if 9 few 
changes are made every 10 or 
20 years, “that, certainly, is not 
alarming.” 

“Planning’s purpose,” he stat- 
ed,’ “Is to give sectrity to the 
people of the town.

Green Hospital 
Reorganized on 
Non-Profit Basis 


Culminating nearly three years 
of successful operation and steady 
growth, the osteopathic hospital 
tocated at Euclid avenue. and 
Ninth street, is now set up as a 
non-profit organization to be 
kncewn officially as Green Memor- 
ial Community hospital, it is an- 
nounced today by Dr. Murray D. 
Weaver, Ontario, who pioneered 
the. hospital undertaking as presi- 
dent of the organization and now 
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medical staff. 3 

At the final organization meet- 
ing of the new hospital board re- 
centiy, the hospital shifted from 
private ownership and was placed 
on a basis to be eligible as a com- 
munity enterprise, to receive sup- 
port from the public in the na- 
ture of contributions, bequests and 
endowments. 

When established in September. 
1942, the hospital was named in 
honor of Robert C. Green, deceased 
husband of Mrs. Laura Brim. On- 
tario, who aided its foundation. 
As the Green Memorial Commun- 
ty hospital, the institution has 
been named by Mrs. Brim as the 
beneficiary of the entire estate of 
the late Mr. Green. 


Offiters of the board of the re- | 
organized hospital include: Rich- 
ard Sorensen, Upland, chairman; 
E. W. Henry, president; Theodore 
L. Howes, Ontario, vice-president, 
Mrs. Evelyn Miller, San Antonio 

Heights, secretary; Mrs. Imo D. 
Townley, Ontario, treasurer. The 
former president, Dr. Weaver, 
will serve as superintendent and 
general manager, while Mrs. Nellie 
McGrail will continue as hospita! 
business manager. 

Dr. Weaver, who is credited by 
associates with having made a 
substantial start in establishing 
an institution to serve the com- 
munity as well as in creating a 
monument to the profession, heads 
the immediate medical staff which 
comprises Drs. Robert L. McBur- 
ney, Steen -Carlson and J. K. An- 
derson, Ontario; Dr. Owen M. 
Sherrick, Upland; Dr. Ross Mc- 
Claskey, Claremont; Drs. J, H..and 
M. H. Heydenreich and O. I. 
Cochran, Fontana. 

Simultaneous with the broaden- 
ing of the scope of the hospital by 
its reorganization, plans also are 
being developed for expansion oF 
hospital fatilities and services In 
the near future.

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Kaiser to Build 
Houses on Mass 
Production Scale 


Further activity for the Kaiser 
steel mill at Fontana is seen today 
in the announcement by Henry J. 
Kaiser that a new corporation has 
been formed for construction of 
houses on a mass scale, Steel for 
the buildings and appliances would 
come from the Fontana mill, he 
said in a conference at San Fran- 
cisco. 

Kaiser Community Houses .cor- 
poration is the name of the new 
firm and it is ready to start con- 
struction of 6,000 houses in com- 
plete new community groups to be 
established in Fontana, Los An- 
geles, San Francisco and Portland. 

“T do not think there is any 
doubt about building one of the 
community home groups in Fon- 
tana,” he said. “We already have 
the design for Fontana.” 


NEW COMMUNITIES 

A unit of Kaiser company homes 
will include from 200 to 750 dwell- 
ings laid out as a community, in- 
cluding recreational and health fa- 
cilities, a one-stop business dis- 
trict, and school. The cost of a3 
dwelling will be from $4,000 to 
$5,000. 

Each house would not only in- 
clude all the standard equipment, 
but also stoves, refrigerators, hy. 
draulic dish washers, clothes 
‘washers, garbage disposal units 
and air conditioning. 

Construction of a new integratea 
mill is proposed for the Kaiser 
plant at Fontana to produce the 
materials needed in the house- 
building program. The proposed 
new addition to the mill woula 
cost $45,000,000, it is reported. 

“Up to now our nation has talk- 
ed in terms of building 1,000,000 
new homes in the first year after 
the war,” Mr. Kaiser said. “T am 
now convinced that we should plan 
for 2,000,000 new homes. Kaiser 
Community Homes is out to build 
en entirely new market.” 

NOT PRE-FABRICATED 

The new houses will not be pre- 
‘fabricated. “Kaiser «Community. 
‘Homes will design those parts of 
the house that can and should be 
standardized—the mechanica] and 
working components and the vari- 
ous combinations_of structural ma- 
terials,” Mr. Kaiser said. “It will 
make those components available 
in iarge quantities. And it will 
build them into communities of 
homes.” 

The houses will be financed 
through FHA-insured bank loans. 
Buyers will have the choice of 
Cape Cod, Georgian, Rancho, Co- 
Ienial and other modern architec- 
ture on lots 50 to 60 feet wide. 
Price of the lots will be included.

making the Pacific Ocear! her hab- 
itat in a very real way. 

May the very name “Pacific” be 
a symbol of a peace that shall 
endure? San Francisco is perhaps 
the key to the first part of the 
answer. What is done there, how- 
ever good, must be based upon 
wise decisions yet to come regard- 
ing boundaries, reparations, trade, 
monetary systems, populations, 
and other problems that concern 
us all, as ‘well as the immediate 
feeding and clothing of the peo- 
ples of worn, torn, devastated 
Europe. Experience tells us that 
the “better world” will not be 
very new.

The speaker commended the 
stand taken by President Truman, 
and at the same time said that he 
was Convinced thé late Franklin 
Roosevelt returned to this country 
with a broken heart after his last 
meeting with Stalin. President 
Roosevelt was convinced that the 
concessions he had to give to Rus- 
sia would not make the worlc 
safe for peace, according to the 
Lions’ speaker.

The speakers were 
Dr. Samuel Hughes, John W. 
Shepperson and Orton P. Brady. 
Sam B. Rowe was program chair- 
man, 





the theme, “The Lights Are On 
Again.” He said he was in Paris 
in 1918 and knows what joy was 
expressed there then. He was al- 
S> present during the peace con- 
ference held there and came to 
know many of the delegates by 
name and personality. Under the 
“Arch of Triumph,” he said, came 
the procession of nations. The 
U.S. army was the only group that 
permitted the flag to fly in the 
breeze. He recounted the attitude 
and appearance of General Per- 
shing, and others. 

He pointed out the fact that 
now there are 46 nations of the 
world represented at the United 
Nations’ conference of whom more 
than half know but little of democ- 
racy, but all are eager to learn. 

In the Paris conference the 
Japanese were arrogant and mace 
many demands, Dr. Hughes said. 

Dr. Hughes then introduced Mr 
Shepperson who spoke knowingly 
of some of the great leaders of 
the first world war and of this war. 
He said Premier Asquith gave 'way 
to the appointment of the fighting 
Lloyd George and in this time of 
stress Premier Chamberlain gave 
way to Winston Churchill. 
speaker paid high tribute to the 
late President Roosevelt and stat- 
ed his regret that the president 
could not have lived another three 
vyeeks or so, that he might have 
rejoiced that his years of trial and 
neavy burdens were bearing frui- 
tion now. 

“This war is ours and we shall 
not fail now,” he said. “Our part 
is td buy war bonds. This is the 
challenge to us now and today and 
for every tomorrow until all war 
is at an end.” 

Mr. Brady spoke in appreciation 
of the fine strategy formulated by 
the late President Roosevelt and 
of his staff and of the quick action 
folldwing Pearl Harbor. 

“We must not lose faith in the 
San Francisco conference,” Mr 
Brady urged. “Our slogan today 
is ‘two down and one to go.’ While 
we are flag-bedecked, yet we are 
backing our boys to the finish. We 
shall not fail.”
